Gruesome Discovery In a Horn! 


At Newark. N. J. 


East St Louis, IIL Dee 20.—An un­ 
controlled streetcar, bearing a dead 
motorman and dying conductor, ran 
wild through four miles of city streets. 
The men were shot by a negro high­ 
wayman, who escaped with a small 
sum taken from the conductor. 
According to the few word# spoken 
by N. P O'Brien, tho conductor, who 
is desperately wounded, the negro 
boarded the car in th** southeastern 
part of the city. 
Th** conductor re­ 
fused to obey th** highwayman’* or­ 
der to hold up his hands, and a strug­ 
gle ensued. 
E. V. Goody, the motorman, is sup­ 
posed to have started to O'Brien's as­ 
sistance. 
From the position of the 
bodies in the car it Is inferred that he | 
was shot while still some paces from 
the negro. 
Whether O'Brien was shot iii the 
first Struggle or when trying to pre­ 
vent the negro’s escape could not be 
determined. 
No passengers were on 
the car, and with its motorman dead 
and Its conductor helpless, it contin­ 
ued on its wild run through the streets. 
Several times as It rounded corners 
without warning from its gong, pedes­ 
trians aud vehicles were missed by 
narrow margins. 
The ca r kept OO to the downtown 
terminal, where employes of the street 
ear company boarded it aud brought 
It to a halt. 
WH! Clark, a negro was arrested 
and identified by Conductor O'Brien as 
the highwayman who shot and killed 
Motorman Goody.

The authorities are trying to deter­ 
mine whether it was a murder and sui­ 
cide or a double suicide, 
It was at 
first believed that the women had en­ 
tered Into a suicide agreement, but the : 
landlord said that Isabel was eccentric 
and frequently expressed a desire to 
die. 
He said that her sister always 
tried to persuade her from thinking of 
such things. 
That would tend to de­ 
stroy the theory of a double suicide. 
The police therefore inclined to the 
belief that Isabel, who was the young­ 
er and stronger of the two, killed her 
sister and then hanged herself.

Indianapolis, 
Dec. 
20.—The

stance of a statement made by C. C. 
Pettijohn in police court that there is 
an organization in indianapolis worse 
than the Black Hand and that the po­ 
lice could find out something about it 
if they would make the right kind of 
an investigation. The cases of Thomas 
Corydon and John Mayer, who were 
charged with being implicated in the 
robbery of Nestor Luka and George 
Flesher, were being heard. 
The two 
men were discharged by the court and 
this action left the detective depart­ 
ment in the same position they were 
when they started out to Investigate 
the 
mysterious 
death of Jefferson 
Harris. 
Harris. Katie Clegg and Jacob King 
were Important witnesses in the case 
of Gus Gulffre and each has been killed 
by violence recently. 
Guiffre Is now 
being tried in criminal court, charged 
with assault and battery with intent 
to kill. Guiffre is an Italian. He shot 
and seriously wounded Antonio MAs­ 
tart, an Italian. 
King was killed by a 
strange Italian. 
So was Katie Clegg 
Corydon was charged with robbery 
and grand larceny. 
Mayer was charg­ 
ed with loitering. 
A score of wit­ 
nesses wert' present to establish an ali­ 
bi for the two men by showing just 
where they were at the time the two 
foreigners w-ere robbed. The witnesses 
were not heard, however, tor when 
the state had presented its case the 
court said that nothing had been of­ 
fered by the detectives to connect 
Corvdan and Mayer with the robbery, 
and ho discharged them. 
The two foreigners ar** the men who 
were accused of killing Harris. 
In 
police court Friday afternoon when 
they were given a preliminary hearing. 
Luka was bound over to the grand 
jury, and the charge against Flesher 
was discharged as to the murder case, 
but he wa., held under a $300 bond as 
an important witness in the case. The 
court said in deciding the cases that 
there was not enough evidene to con­ 
vict either of the men on a murder 
charge, but that he would bind Luka 
over because he admitted having “hit 
somebody with a knife.” 
When Attorney Pettijohn closed the 
case of Corydon and Mayer for the de­ 
fense, he said: 
“I am firmly convinc­ 
ed that there is existing in Indianap­ 
olis an organization worse than the 
black Hand. 
Some people say It is a 
coincidence, but if the i>olice would 
investigate properly they would find 
that the organization is here.” 
In the cases of the two foreigners 
the detectives failed to connect them 
with the stabbing of Harris, although 
they did determine that the foreigners 
stabbed someone on West Pearl street 
on the night of Saturday, Dec. 4. They 
said it was a man who was robbing 
Flesher who had been struck with a 
knife by laika. 
Men working under 
Captain Mannings direction brought 
in Corydon and Mayer, but an effort to 
find evidence enough against them to 
bind them to the grand jury failed. 
Captain Manning's men do not know 
who did rob the foreigners, and they 
have not yet obtained evidence to 
show that Luka, the accused foreigner, 
■tabbed Harris to death.

Hearted Welcome at Managua and 


Bloodshed Was Narrowly Averted 


Upon His Landing There. 


Managua, Nicaragua, lice. 20.—From 
Costa Rica by way of Corinth, Dr. Jose 
Mad rte, to whom the congress has of­ 
fered the presidency in succession to 
Zelaya. arrived here Sunday. 
When 
he 
arrived 
at 
Corinto he 
was given the presidential salute, and 
was welcomed by delegates from the 
national assembly and by Zelaya sup­ 
porters from various towns. 
This lat­ 
ter fact proves, if any doubt existed, 
that Dr. Madriz will prove little more 
than a pupil of th** late president. 
A 
large crowd thronged the streets of 
Managua to see, if not to welcome, the 
president-dt signate. 
In the crowd 
were large numbers of fellow ’towns­ 
men of Dr. Madriz, who escorted him 
from the wharf to the hotel. 
The police and soldiers on duty 
were filled with the importance of the 
occasion and they handled the crowd 
tether roughly. This caused some pro­ 
tests couched in vigorous Spanish, 
which evidently frightened Dr. Mad- 
riz’s friends. 
They acted as though 
they thought an attack was going to 
be made on him, and a num ber of 
them drew revolvers and threatened 
to kill anyone who Interfered with him. 
There was at no time the slightest in­ 
dication of animosity toward Dr. Ma­ 
driz, although it can be said that a 
great numb* r of the people of this 
province do not look upon his acces­ 
sion to the presidency v-ith any degree 
of complae* ney. They believe that he 
has simply be**n given the office in 
order to carry out the “my policies" 
of Zelaya. 
Dr. Madriz announced that he was 
prepared to accept the honor congress 
had conferred upon him, that he would 
adm inister the office in a spirit of 
fairness and justice to all, and would 
use his best efforts to advance the in­ 
terest of Nicaragua both at home ami 
abroad. 
Ii*1 declared that he did not 
intend to be president of any particle 
lar section of the country, but of the 
entire republic, which indicates that 
he does not purpose to allow Oeneral 
Estrada to establish an independent 
republic 
along 
the 
Atlantic 
coast. 
There is great interest in the plans of 
General Estrada, now that events have 
resulted in a chang** in the presidency. 
It is stated that Dr. Mad rte sent an 
envoy to consult with the revolutionary 
leaders at Blueflelds. 
He was not al­ 
lowed to land. General E strada notify­ 
ing him that he had no desire to hold 
any conferences with him. 
In some 
Quarters this is taken to mean that 
General Estrada now intends to turn 
the revolution against Dr. Madriz and 
continue his efforts to gain th** presi­ 
dency himself, looking to the United 
States to support his pretensions. 
Official advices are anxiously await­ 
ed indicating the attitude the United 
States will assume toward Dr. Madriz, 
who is himself doubtful as to what 
that attitude will be.

P atro n s receiving the advantages of 
ru ra l mail 'delivery service sometime 
little realize the inconvenience and 
often the h ard sh ip caused the mail 
c a rrie rs by depositing loose coins in 
th mail boxes when stam ps ar** need­ 
ed. 
It frequently happens that the 
money is carelessly thrown 
into the 
box with the mail and 
is often very 
hard to Sud, »specially in winter when 
the c a rrie r s ’ h a u ls are heavily gloved. 
The post-office departm ent realb.es 
that the ru ral mail ca rriers often suf­ 
fer many hardships in m aking their 
daily deliveries 
du rin g 
the winter 
m#nths aud have asked the patrons to 
assist the ca rriers by providing them­ 
selves w ith postage in ad Vance of their 
needs, 
lf all the mail was properly 
stam ped before be mg placed 
in the 
box, it would save the ca rriers con­ 
siderable time, and would be appreci­ 
ated by them. 
In this regard the departm ent has 
written the postm aster, and says: 
“ From a recent count made by ru r­ 
al ca rrie rs in one of the counties in 
the State of New Y ork of coins de­ 
posited by patrons in their boxes for 
the purchase of stam p supplies, it was 
found that each c a rrie r in the county 
was collecting an average of U.'> one- 
cent coins each week. 
This average 
applied to all the routes in operation 
throughout the country w-ould give the 
enorm ous total of about 300,000,000 
one-cent coins. 
As most of these coins are deposited 
loose in boxes, it is desirable th a t you 
and the ru ral c a rriers, 
in a tactful 
and polite way, put forth your best 
efforts to induce p atro n s lo 
provide 
themselves with stam p supplies in ad ­ 
vance of their n*eds, 
and to equip 
their boxes with suitable coin-holding 
receptacles. 
It should 
be explained 
to patrons that the picking of loose 
coins from boxes not ODly results in 
needless h ard sh ip 
and suffering to 
ca rrie rs in winter weather, delays the 
delivery an » collection of the mails, 
but frequently results in actual money 


loss to the ca rriers, for if, in collect­ 
ing coins from boxes, 
they dro p them 
into the snow o r on the ground with­ 
out recovery, they a*-e 
required to 
replace the am ount out of 
their own 
funds. ”

DAIRYING IN CHINA. 


The Water Bu ffal o Leads the Cow as a 
Milk Producer. 
The buffalo is China’s best dairy 
animal. The Ch Incite cow is bred aaa 
worker rather than for milk aud be 
yond feeding her calf has almost lost 
ber claim to being a dairy animal. 
A 
cow In China is seldom milked with­ 
out the help of the calf. 
In Fuchau. 
a city the size of St. Louis, the few 
who would have pure cow’s milk are 
supplied by a walking dairy. 
The milkman leuds his cow to the 
front door of the customer’s house and 
in the customer’s presence there milks 
the required measure. 
The ordinary 
customer takes no more than about a 
third of a pint. 
After cue Is supplied 
the cowman leads his cow and calf to 
the next customer and thus supplies 
his customers until his dairy’s limited 
supply Is exhausted. 
T here are prob­ 
ably no more than half a dozen such 
dairies In Fuehau. 
The water buffalo Is used primarily 
for farm purposes, but it is milked to 
a limited extent and Is China’s hest 
milk producing animal, with a milk 
fairly rich if* fats. The Amoy foreign 
comm uni ties’ demand for fresh milk is 
only partly supplied by several native 
so called dairies, each of which has 
two or three cows and several water 
buffaloes. 
The bluck goat probably 
furnishes the largest amount of fresh 
milk for the Chinese. 
White goats 
are scarcer in Chinn than black sheep 
in America.—Chicago Tribune.

Before Umbel* is * objected i<< pre­ 
servative treatment it is customary to 
remove the IwirU. 
Unless this is done 
very thoroughly, however, (Mitehee of 
the inner bark will remain on the 
wood, 
In t ii recently It does not seem 
to have been realized that this bark 
presented a very effectual hindrance 
to the penetration of creosote. 
The 
same thing was discovered by the 
management of one of the large creo­ 
soting companies in the sooth, aud 
steps were immediately taken to see 
that every particle of bark was re­ 
moved from piling and other timbers. 
While it is probable that the bark 
of all species is not as resistant as 
that of pine, if is not known bow the 
different species rank in this respect. 
In the creosote treatment of timbers 
It is rarely Gait the entire stick is pen­ 
etrated by the preservative. The value 
of the treatment consists largely In the 
creating of an exterior antiseptic zoue 
around the untreated Interior portlou. 
lf this outer zone be broken the value 
of the treatment Is to a large extent 
lost,—Scientific American.
